of this new arm. A single projec- 
tile demolished utterly walls of re- 
inforced cement and steel, ripped 
open steel towers aad ^Isd tha mass 
upon the fort's defenders. 

This new siege gun hss been the 
surprise of tl'.e war. It l.as been re- 
peatedly asserted that no nation has 
any military secrets that are not In 
possession of all other important na- 
tions.hat events hare proved aot on- 
ly that the ettoteaoe of thto terrible 
weapon was not known to foreign 
nations, but that only a litnited num- 
ber of high German army officials 
themselves had so much as heard 
j( it. A member of the Reichstag, 
whose name to aot gtvaa, to taoted 
as follows la a Oenaaa paper:

.\ brief (lutlliie ot ilie maciiitiidi'

Jistilliation. The Clenmore diatll- 
lery la loeatad Jaat east of the «ity 
limiu of Owaaabara, Tka totA laveat- 
ment exceeds ft,099,a9a. The dls- 
lillery is a maniinoth hiilliling ol 
steel and concrete. Except for the 
twelve fermenters, or beer tubs each 
holding 27,000 galloaa, there Ip act 
a foot of timber kkoat .tka aatire 
building. Bigkt larga koadad witre- 
housea store six million gallons inf 
■iplrits. If the tux on the spirits now 
bonded in these warehouses was all 
paid tomorrow I'ncle Sam would be 
richer by aix miUiona of dollara, The 
liUly capacity of tkIa plaat la 
bushels of grain or akoat pal- 
Ions of spirits. 

But to the process of manufacture. 
Shelled corn by the car load is 
switched up to the elevators where 
it is (jumped lata metal bins the com- 
bined aapadtf of wkl^ la 7#.t0« ka. 
The mllla priad S5|l buahala aa koar. 
The meal la aarried by eleratora to 
great chests In the tower. Shoots op- 
en from these chests, down to large 
bins swung on Fairbanks scales 
where Uada Sam'a atorel^eeper 
welgka It to diafta of poaads. 
By aaotkar akoot tka meal la let 
down from tke bottom of the weigh- 
ing bin to the cooker below. The 
cooker is a hollow metal clyinder 
f<vc feet in diameter and oighteei:

tloor. After a draft of tea tkonaand 
pounds of meal and snfllcient water 
are let In the cooker the cap or man- 
head is bolted down and steam i> 
turned into it. Tills meal is kept un- 
der steam for two hours and must 
be heated to about 270 Farenheit. 
Alter cooking tke meal is piped to 
a breaker or masker where small 
amounts of malt are added, after 
which the mash is run through cool- 
ing pipes and is then pumped up in- 
to one of the large fermaatara or 
beer tuka rafarrad to akora. 

To tkIa auwk la added aow a small 
quantity of yeast which is made in 
seperate cookers by mixing malt, 
rye and a small quantity of hops. 
When the fermenter is a little more 
thair half llled with the mash and 
yeaat tt la then fUlad to fitkia a 
few laakaa ot tka top wItk apent 
beer or beer from which the spirits 
have been already distilled. The coi{- 
tents of the fermenter is now called 
beer and must set seventy-two hours 
for fermeatatioa. Tke meal Is raised 
to a Msk tamporatprp to kraak up 
the atarek aai aeavart It ta aagar 
and during the period of fermenta- 
tion the bltlloaa of microscopic yeaat 
plants absorb or eat up the sugar 
and convert it into alcohol somewhat 
after the manner the bee converts 
the Juieas of tke flower into hooey. 
After ataadiag aavaaty-two bourn in 
the fermenter the beer is ripe, or 
ready for boiling. The beer still at 
the Uleiimore ii* the lurK"st single 
stili in the world.

that If the Germans ever attacked 
the city there would be unheard of I 
slaughter: so apparently it was sup- 
posed that these shells — which, pre- 
sumably, are uaed la tko aaraaty-fivo> 
milltmatar field gaaa — ^woald ko ro- 
senrad aa a laat resort for the de- 
fense of the capital. But now. accord- 
ing to the theory, the French have 
al last overcome their hiimaiiitarian 
scruples and decided to use the 
shells. 

Turptn, the snpposad inrentor of 
the new shell, has had a stormy his- 
tory. In ISrii;. in his laboratory at 
Colombes, he discovered a method of 
making plcris acid tractable and 
arallable for use in high explosives.

Tarpia pnkltokad 
a kook In 18«t atta^ktag tko Arm- 
strongs and Tripon witk such effect 
that he procured the letter's convic- 
tion, but in the liook he pubtsbed va- 
rious plans and apeciflcations wbidi 
gave his enemies a akance to attack 
blai m tka aka r ta- at dyplplag ao- 
eroU pattalalapf to the aattoMl de- 
fenses.
